the goods has to make a claim for their
restitution, and must bring an action
for their recovery. Such actions are

tried in the admiralty court, which is

presided over by Sir Samuel Kvans
iand the goods are released, condemned,
or dealt with as the court may deem
just.

Utile Delay to Neutrals.

formed in other countries:
in Denmark, the Danish Merchants

Guild.
In Switzerland, the Socictc SurveillanceSuisse'

"Goods can now lie exported from

this country practically under license

only, and such licenses are usually
granted if the goods arc consigned to

these associations.
"(2) Agreements with shipping

lines.
"Agreements have lteen made with

many shipping lines under which their

ships nro allowed to go lorwaru «vcu

if they have contraband on board or

arc carrying goods which our authoritiessuspect are for the enemy, on

tlu ir undertaking to return such goods
to this country for the prize court or1

to retain them in a neutral country
until after the war.

Hunker Coal Feature.
"And in addition to this:
"(3) Hunker coal from any port in

the British empire is refused to neutralships unless they comply with
certain conditions which ensure that
the goods they carry do not go to the
enemy.

called 'White Ships': and they are a

Scheme by Skinner. »

"(4) Skinner scheme.
"This is a scheme which was suggestedhy Mr. Skinner, the American

consul-general in London.
"It is this: A department lias been1

opened in the British embassy at
Washington to which an American exportercan go and give particulars'of
the nature and amount of the goods
he desires to export, and also the name

of the consignee. The department will
at once cattle here to the contraband
committee who will cable him whether
his goods would pass the blockade or

not. and thus he can decide whether to

ship them. If he ships the goods the

papers are marked accordingly, and
some American lines will now only

I..

"(5) Rationing:
"it has been found thai since the

tear broke out certain neutral countrieshave been importing a vastly inIcreased amount of certain goods bc

yond tlieir pre-war and normal rc|quirt rnents, and unless they were for

mcrly importing large quantities of

these goods from Germany and Austria,
there is an overwhelming presumption
that they were imported for the purposeof re-export to Germany, and
there is 110 doubt that this was done
on a large scale.

I.imitrd System.
"To avoid this the system of ratloninglias been adopted under which the

import of a given article into neutral
aajinlrv is limited to the amount of its
true domestic requirements, it is a

very fair system, allowing as it does

any neutral to earrv on its own legitimatetrade and to supply its own

wants.
"You will note thus ttiat it may happenthat when you apply to the war

trade department for a license to exportcertain articles to neutral countriesit may lie refused not because
there is any doubt in regard to your
consignee, hut for the reason that the
country has already been supplied with
the rationed amount of such goods.

"I would point out to you Hint the
net result of all these arrangements,
instituted by the British government
so that the blockade of Germany will
Interfere as little as possible with nettt
